A medical paper commits itself to the 


statement that many lives are lost each 
year in consequence of the lack of a little 
common sense respecting simple ante or 
woands of the buds ot other parts. 
Aoeordirg to a local physician severe! 
oases have been recorded of inqneste re- 
lating to persons who bave died from 
blood-poisoning arising from small cute 
on the hands. The history in all of these 
oases varies but little, and ie practically 
the asms. A man, for example, while 
working at his trade, or even while carry- 
ing out the simple detail of cutting a 
piece ot bread, receives a small cut on 
the hand, 
anything i 


The injury is so trivial that 
considered good enongb with 


which to stop the bleeding, and this end 
having been attained, no more ia thought 
of it. The small wound ia left to take 
care of itself, snd is exposed to all eoita 
ot fill binese snd eonrcei of infection. By 
good luck nothing may happen, but the 
public would do well to bear in mind 
that from the moat tiivial injnry to the 
skin acute septictemia may supervene, 
and may rapidly be followed by a fatal 
tarmination. By thorough attention to 
cleanliness tbe untoward consequences 
ot a wonnd liable to become infected ohn 
be effectually prevented. On the other 
hao-1, when ihe septusetnio attack bae 
declared itself, ae u rale, little can be 
done by tie snr^eon to stem th» virulence 
with which it develops. It should, there- 
fore, be borne in mind that so long SB 
wounds, however nnal', remain unhealed, 
the risk of contracting blood-poisoning 
will always be present.

He was confident that the blow 
was not struck with an iron or wooden 
instrument. After knocking Mr. Rob- 
ertson down the robber quickly closed 
the door, which led into the corridor of 
the building, and turned the key in the 
lock. He then took from the desk all 
money except the 
three 
packages 


which the cashier had been counting. 
He did not escape through the door, 
out instead raised the sash of the win- 
dow and climbed out.

Valllant's Mistress Arrested—A Socialist 


Deputy Doomed by a Drnaraitsr. 


PARIS, Dec. 12.—The search of the 


police ia the northern section of Paris 
will probably result in the expulsion 
from France of thirty foreigners, who 
are believed to bo relatives of anarch- 
ists. Marchal, the husband of the mis- 
tress of Vuillant, the bomb-thrower, 
has vanished, and the police can find 
no trace of him. They have disoov- 
•ered, however, that Madame Macchal 
was an accomplice of her paramour in 
his dynamite plan, and she has been 
placed under arrest. The police learned 
from papers 
that they discovered 


that the woman was fully aware of 
Vaillant's plan to throw the bomb in 
the chamber of deputies, and that her 
seemin£ surprise when informed of 
the crime was assumed to throw the 
authorities off the seent they were fol- 
lowing. 


M. Guesde, a socialist member of the 


chamber, has received a letter signed 
"One of the Bourgeoisie," in which the 
writer says that he has condemned M. 
Uuesde to death. 
The letter con- 


tinued: "I will kill you like a dog 
at the exact moment that suits me. 
Remember that you are No. 1 on. tha 
condemned list.1'
